The feeling isn’t mutual. 

To the consternation of Olive 
Garden’s marketers, who have spent 
millions crafting the franchise’s 
family-friendly image, the 23 -year- 
old repeatedly uses her spotlight 
to rave about its midprice eater- 
ies. Wilkinson hoists Olive Garden 
doggie bags in the air and extols its 
chicken parmigiana. She once scan- 
dalized European diners by declar- 
ing the Olive Garden preferable to 
any restaurants in Italy 

Wilkinson, whose tan skin and 
blond-white hair project classic 
California, isn’t on the payroll. She is 
a rogue brand ambassador: a celebri- 
ty who is genuinely, publicly devoted 
to a product or service, even if he or 
she doesn’t quite embody the values 
that the brand’s managers may be 
trying to convey 

Executives at Olive Garden 
declined to discuss the uninvited 
spokesmodel. One official says the 
company has tried to walk a fine line 
with its response, maintaining the 
chain’s wholesome image without 
alienating potential customers. 

“I don’t feel comfortable talking 
about this ... because it is a com- 
plicated issue for the brand,” says 
Michele Kay, executive vice presi- 
dent of WPP Group’s Grey advertising firm, which 
handles the Olive Garden account. 

Wilkinson says that when she started praising the 
restaurant on TV and on her popular MySpace page, it 
never crossed her mind what the folks at Olive Garden 
might think. “I don’t speak about it to get paid for it,” 
she says. “I speak about it because I love it. I understand 
they’re a family restaurant, but I think it can’t hurt them 
to have a little spice.”

It can be a scary place, but some riders are there just to keep you safe

The doors of the Red Line “L’ had barely 
opened when South Sider Tatjana Cruz 
squeezed out of the darkness and into the car 
at the 87th Street stop. Cruz, one of a handful 
of riders waiting on the platform at 10:21 p.m. 
on a recent Thursday, walked quickly to the 
back of the nearly empty car, glancing nervous- 
ly over her shoulder at a man who appeared to 
be gazing in her direction. 

Cruz, 17, confirmed she was frightened when 
RedEye asked about her demeanor. 

“I’m not as scared to do this on Friday nights 
when it’s a little bit more busy,” Cruz said of 
her late-night “E’ ride from London Town to 
the Hyde Park area to visit friends. Dropping 
her voice and glancing once more at the man 
several seats away, she added: ‘^t this time, 
there are really a lot of weirdos on the CTA.” 

Cruz is not alone in her skittishness about 
traveling on the CTA at night, particularly 
after 9 p.m. when customers are few and secu- 
rity seems scant. Between midnight and i a.m., 
CTAridership is 8 percent of what it is during 
peak travel between 5 p.m. and 6 p.m., accord- 
ing to CTA spokeswoman Sheila Gregory 

As RedEye rode the train on that Thursday 
night, we saw the starkly populated platforms 
and encountered several riders and a Guardian 
Angels leader who characterized late nights 
on the CTA as prime time for opportunistic 
offenders ranging from robbers to flashers. 
The Guardian Angels are a group of civilian 
crime patrollers. 

Time of day is but one of a number of com- 
plicated factors— including crime patterns in 


neighborhoods near stations— that play into 
breaches of system security, Gregory said. 

Tet some riders said they feel relatively safe 
on the CTA at night or early in the morning. 

Rogers Park rider Kennyetta Dillon said she 
is used to taking the “E’ around 3 a.m. if she’s 
coming home from hanging out with friends. 
Dillon, 23, who was riding the rails at 9 p.m., 
said she isn’t scared. 

“You just have to know how to handle 
yourself,” Dillon said. “I stay alert and if I get 
scared, I move to another car.” 

Later that night. Red Line rider Katie 
Hottinger waited calmly at Belmont for a Red 
Line to Bryn Mawr at approximately ii p.m. 

“I feel relatively safe here, as it’s well lit and 
there are other people about,” said Hottinger, 
25, bathing in the platform light on the way to 
visit friends. “This is what I need to do to get 
where I’m going, and so I’m going to do it.” 

But Belmont is one of the danger zones 
along the CTA at night, according to Mike 
Fuentes of the local chapter of the Guardian 
Angels. Fuentes, who has patrolled the CTA 
since 1988, said the popular Belmont platform 
maybe more crowded than other stations, but 
more riders attract pickpockets. 

“Some people don’t report the crimes,” 
Fuentes said. “We see things going on all night. 
My guys are out there all the time.” 

Fuentes said the 50 -member group— in 
patrols of four to 10 members— pay special 
attention not only to Belmont, but also the 
Red Line stops at 95th Street, Clark and Lake, 
which serves multiple lines, and Jackson on 
the Blue Line. The group’s main objective 
is to be a visible crime deterrent, but if they

come across crimes in progress on the CTA, 
they sometimes will physically detain suspects, 
Fuentes said 

Some riders feel safer night-riding because 
of the Guardian Angels. 

‘As a female going to school late at night, it’s 
good to know there’s some protection,” Austin 
resident Erica Lopez, 23, said. 

Lopez, who attends Robert Morris College 
downtown in the evenings, said she has not 
been the victim of a crime on the CTA, but 
felt relieved when she saw the Angels in their 
uniforms of white T-shirts and red berets at 
the Blue Line’s Jackson stop at 9 p.m. 

But others see the Angels more as pests than 
protectors, according to Fuentes, who said he 
has verbally sparred with CTA employees who 
think he might be harassing riders, rather than 
trying to stop suspected criminals. 

“We can’t please everyone,” Fuentes said. 
“But there’s a reason for us to be out here, and 
most people appreciate that.” 

The Chicago Police Department has no for- 
mal law enforcement agent with the Angels, but 
their efforts are appreciated, said Commander 
John Graeber, head of the public transit sec- 
tion of the Chicago Police Department. 

“These guys are just wonderful,” Graeber 
said, adding: “Though they’re not armed and 
have no formal crime-fighting agreements 
with the Chicago police ... just their visible 
presence offers a level of assurance to a lot of 
the passengers.” 

Red Line rider Jeff Bailey said he is encour- 
aged by the sight of Guardian Angels or any 
other signs of security during the lonely time 
of 10 to 10:30 p.m. when he gets on the train 
downtown after work heading south. Bailey, 
46, said he has stopped wearing noticeable 
jewelry after being harassed by other riders. 
He said he is on alert for “thugs” and aggres- 
sive panhandlers who he feels take advantage 
of the lull in “F’ activity at night. 

“I would prefer to ride during the day,” 
Bailey told RedEye with a sigh as the Red Line 
train he was riding approached his destination 
at 95th Street. “But that’s just not possible with 
my schedule. Now, if only I can make it home 
OK on the bus.” kkyles@tribune.coivi

The dark side 


CTA bus service, which includes 146 
routes during its morning rush, shrinks 
to 53 routes by midnight. 

What’s left, according to some rid- 
ers who talked to RedEye, is a sparsely 
populated scene, though one Forest Park 
resident said it likely is safer than riding 
the “E’ during late-night and early-morn- 
ing hours. 

“%u just feel safer with an operator on 
board,” Tihana Ilic, 27, said, adding that 
as of a month ago she stopped taking the 
“E’ due to safety concerns. “Plus it’s less 
of a confined space than riding on the ‘L.’ 
You can get on or off” 

Austin resident Erica Lopez, however, 
said she feels safer riding trains than buses. 
‘At a train platform there are more people 
usually,” Lopez said. She said she is some- 
times the only rider at a bus stop and once 


suspected she was followed by a man she 
didn’t know after getting off a bus. “On a 
bus you are going from stop to stop and 
could pick up some strange people, while 
it seems more steady on the ‘E and you 
can change cars if you want to.” 

But Guardian Angel Mike Fuentes said 
it doesn’t matter whether you are on the 
bus or “L,” riders should keep their guards 
up while riding the CTA. Fuentes, leader 
of the Angels’ local chapter, said he wishes 
his 50 -member civilian patrol could afford 
the kind of patrol presence on buses that 
they have established along the “L.” 

“It would cost too much for us to 
get on and off all those buses without 
some kind of special pass,” Fuentes told 
RedEye. “But I feel for bus operators and 
riders. I think we could make them feel 
safer.” kyrakyles, redeye

Is it dangerous? 


Are you wondering about the safety of 
certain CTA stops? The Chicago Police 
Department’s transit unit does not break 
down crime statistics by station or “L” 
line, CTA spokeswoman Sheila Gregory 
said. 

“Officers document a reported crime 
by an exact or approximate street 
address. Information that is compiled 
into the police department’s databases 
do not indicate or categorize crimes by 
specific CTA rail stations or by rail lines,’’ 
Gregory said. 

But police officers do identify and go 
after transit trouble spots. 

“There can be trends that may develop 
in one area; however, those areas tend 
to move around,’’ Gregory said. “CTA has 
worked with the police in an effort to 
identify areas of concern and to deploy 
additional resources as necessary based

upon complaints from our passengers 
and previous arrests.’’ 

Gregory cited the recent arrests of an 
alleged flasher and several robbers along 
the “L” as examples of “redeployment” 
efforts this year. Between 2007 and 
2006, CTA crime was up by 167 incidents, 
Gregory said. But ridership increased 
by 4.7 million rides during that time, 
according to statistics provided by the 
transit agency. The CTA provided 499.5 
million rides in 2007, compared with 
494.8 million rides in 2006.

Defining problems, 
strategies to battle 
Chicago’s war on crime

When incoming Chicago Police Sup t. Jody 
Weis cleaned house in March, replacing all 
but four district commanders, he prom- 
ised to give his team autonomy 

After five months in the posts, the new 
commanders face many daunting chal- 
lenges. Crime is up, arrests are down, and 
many citizens and police officers alike are 
concerned. 

Now, in meetings with public officials 
and the community, many have posed the 
same question: Who is in charge now and 
what are their plans for fighting crime? 

In responses to a questionnaire from 
the Tribune, commanders in each of the 
25 police districts across Chicago detailed 
their experience, specific challenges they 
see in their districts, and their plans for 




CHICAGO LAWN 

Commander: John Kupczyk 
Problem: Homicides up 
Strategy: Flooding trouble spots; 
increasing bike patrols 

□ Kupczyk is a former watch 
commander who grew up in 
the area. After being named com- 
mander, he has driven on streets 
where he grew up and seen resi- 
dents he knew as a child. He says 
he’s compelled to prove not only 
to his bosses but also to his old 
neighborhood that Weis made the 
right decision to promote him. 

“I think if you say you didn’t 
feel the pressure, you’re lying,” 
Kupczyk said in an interview. 

It will be no easy task. In 
Chicago Lawn, crime is up, 
particularly homicides, which 
doubled in the first six months 
of 2008 compared to the same 
period last year. 

Kupczyk said he sees shifts in 
gang turf in his district as com- 
peting gangs vie for corners, lead- 
ing to more violence. For higher 
crime areas, Kupczyk relies on 
what he calls “traditional, old- 
school” tactics, flooding trouble 
spots with more police officers 
to arrest lawbreakers, no matter 
how small the infraction. 

But he’s also stepping up 
the public presence of police, 
expanding a bicycle patrol start- 
ed by a previous commander to 
six officers from four. 



GRAND CROSSING 

Commander: Lillie 
Crump-Hales 
Problem: Youth violence 
Strategy: School programs 

Crump-Hales, discussing 
efforts to prevent youth 
violence, pointed to two schools 
separated geographically by a 
viaduct. In recent months, she 
organized a march that required 
students from the schools to 
exchange handshakes. That led 
to an all-day forum in which stu- 
dents from both schools worked 
together on conflict-resolution 
exercises, she said. 

She’s working, too, on starting 
after-school programs in public 
parks for children and a program 
to teach kids how to play chess. 
Crump-Hales said the initiatives 
are a necessity in a district seeing 
an increase in youth violence. 

Crump-Hales, a 21-year veter- 
an of the department who made 
the jump from lieutenant in Weis’ 
house-cleaning, said she consid- 
ered retiring before being offered 
the promotion. 

“I’m not feeling pressured 
here,” she said. “I’m feeling chal- 
lenged. The superintendent, of 
course, he’s going to give you the 
latitude. But he expects you to 
take care of your district.” 




JEFFERSON PARK 

Commander: Anthony Riccio 
Problem: Gang activity 
Strategy: Technology to control 
graffiti, property crimes 

B ln the Jefferson Park 
District, gangs are mov- 
ing into areas where none had 
existed. Riccio, a former homi- 
cide lieutenant in the Belmont 
Area, used the assistance of a 
computer-sawy lieutenant to 
start a computerized database to 
track graffiti. If a gang member is 
caught tagging one home, officers 
can check the database for simi- 
lar drawings, enabling police to 
link the offender with a string of 
crimes, Riccio said. The database 
also will help officers track gang 
trends and learn which gangs may 
be trying to move into new areas, 
and where violence might follow, 
he said. 

Riccio is proposing other new 
ideas in his district that target 
property crimes, another prob- 
lem in his district. He’s working 
on a video that will be shown in 
grocery store aisles and elevators 
with TVs that will teach residents 
how to avoid being a crime tar- 
get, he said. 

“They’re kind of common- 
sense ideas, ways to make your- 
self less attractive to criminals,” 
Riccio said. 


ROGERS PARK 

Commander: Steve Caluris 
Problem: Loitering 
Strategy: Routine traffic stops 

□ Caluris pleased some Rogers 
Park residents in the first 
months at his new post when he 
assigned officers to make rou- 
tine traffic stops near the Morse 
Avenue Red Line stop, which 
was plagued by loiterers. The 
high visibility of the officers sent 
a message to the loiterers, who 
dispersed, one resident said. 

Caluris is focusing also on 
problem buildings, using city 
inspectors to root out negligent 
landlords who allow criminals to 
live in a building and ruin it for 
other residents. 

The new commander, who 
grew up in his district and 
previously worked as a deputy 
chief in the narcotics and gang 
section, said he gives his own 
staff latitude to make decisions, 
just as much latitude as Weis is 
giving him, and he holds them 
just as accountable as he is.

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Cardinal pushed 
on abuse 

Responding to the deposition on 
sexual abuse released by Cardinal 
Francis George, victims’ advocates 
on Wednesday demanded more 
information on abusive priests 
and assurances that church 
secrecy would end. The Roman 
Catholic Archdiocese of Chicago 
agreed Tuesday to a $12.7 million 
settlement. David Clohessy, of the 
Survivors Network of those Abused 
by Priests, said that although the 
cardinal apologized, he did not 
assure parishioners such errors 
would no longer be tolerated. 

2 banks robbed 

The same robber struck two 
branches of Fifth Third Bank in the 
Loop and the Near North Side on 
Wednesday morning, authorities 
said. The first robbery occurred at 
145 W. North Ave. shortly after 1 p.m., 
while the second was reported an 
hour later at 175 W. Jackson Blvd., 
police said. The man was described 
as 20 to 30 years old, wearing a 
white baseball cap, a white Chicago 
Bulls T-shirt and white pants, an FBI 
spokesman said. 

No cars allowed 

A network of inner-city boulevards 
in Logan Square, Humboldt Park, 
Garfield Park, North Lawndale 
and Little Village will be closed 
to automobile traffic from 9 a.m. 
to 1 p.m. on Oct. 5 and Oct. 26, 
according to the Chicagoland 
Bicycle Federation. Only bikes, 
scooters, baby strollers and walkers 
will be allowed. Major cross streets 
will remain open to cars, however, 
so bicyclists and pedestrians will 
have to stop at intersections. For a 
map of the routes, go to biketraffic.

Family, dentists settle 

The family of Georgette Watson, 
who died in December under 
sedation for a root canal procedure, 
has been awarded $3.9 million in a 
settlement with the two dentists in 
whose office she died. Watson, 46, 
was being treated at the Lakeview 
offices of brothers Joseph and 
Laurence Feldman. Watson was 
the principal at Brentano Math and 
Science Academy in Chicago. The 
Illinois Department of Financial and 
Professional Regulation suspended 
the licenses of the two dentists 
earlier this month.

Its goal is to drive home the strength of 
that inexorable connection and make them 
feel a sense of pride in the long-accepted 
fact that, win or lose, Chicago is a Bears 
town. And for a pro sports team accus- 
tomed to effective but decidedly unflashy 
grind-it-out marketing, the spirited TV, 
radio, print, outdoor and online play is a 
bit of unexpected razzle-dazzle. 

“It’s a very good strategy,” said John 
McDonough, the one-time Chicago Cubs 
marketing wizard who’s now president of 
hockey’s resurgent Chicago Blackhawks.

A 3-year-old boy who 
was rescued from Lake 
Michigan in April after 
being under water 
for 15 minutes was 
given a clean bill of 
health Wednesday by 
Children’s Memorial 
Hospital doctors, who 
called his continued 
progress “a miracle.” 

“If there is such a 
thing as miracles, this 

would be one,” said Dr. Leon Epstein, a neurolo- 
gist among the first to treat Lazar Ognjenovic 
when he arrived in the emergency room April 18. 
At the time, Epstein said, he believed that the 
boy’s chances for survival were slim. 

The child had been out along the lakefront with 
his grandfather Stanko Bojanovic, 65, on a breezy 
70 -degree afternoon when things turned tragic. A 
wind gust blew the stroller, with the child belted 
in it, into Lake Michigan, witnesses said. 

The grandfather jumped in after Lazar and 
began to struggle in the lake’s 42-degree waters. 
A few minutes later, Bojanovic was pulled to safe- 
ty along Belmont Harbor and cried out in broken 
English, “Boy! Boy!” 

Bojanovic also was hospitalized after the 
incident but has fully recovered, said Children’s 
Memorial spokeswoman Kathleen Keenan. 

At Wednesday’s news conference, Brian Otto, 
the diver who rescued Lazar, said he still gets 
chills thinking about the time it took to locate 
the child under water and bring him to safety 

“I ask myself every day, Ts {the tough training] 
worth it?’ ” said Otto, who met with Lazar before 
the news conference. “I found out an hour ago, 
‘Yes, it is.’” 


Students to get ID/CTA fare card 


Students at 48 Chicago public high schools 
will be issued a combined school ID and CTA 
reduced-fare card this academic year under an 
agreement approved Wednesday 
The initiative, aimed at increasing transit 
use among students, reducing fraud and cut- 
ting CTA administrative costs in the existing 
reduced-fare program, will be expanded to all 
116 Chicago Public Schools high schools within 
18 months, said Lydia Murray, chief of staff to 
CTA President Ron Huberman. 


The single card will make it easier on student 
commuters who currently display a school ID, a 
reduced-fare eligibility card and a reduced- fare 
CTA fare card to qualify for a discounted fare. 

About 90,000 Chicago high school students 
are eligible to ride CTA buses and trains at the 
reduced fare of 85 cents, and 15 cents for a trans- 
fer, on school days from 5:30 a.m. to 8 p.m. 

The CTA expects to save $500,000 annually 
in administrative costs when all 116 Chicago 
high schools are participating, Murray said. 


CTA worker shocked by rail 

A CTA worker was in critical condition 
Wednesday afternoon after he was 
shocked by the electrified third rail of the 
Red Line at the Roosevelt station. The 
CTA shut down power to the Red Line 
for about 30 minutes between Grand 
Avenue and 35th Street while crews 
worked, an agency spokeswoman said. 
Trains were running again by 2 p.m. 
Further details on the employee or what 
he was doing on the tracks were not 
immediately available. 
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‘Help me, I’ve been shot

When residents on a quiet block of 
Franklin Boulevard in Chicago were 
awoken by shouting from a black SUV 
late Tuesday night, they called police to 
complain about the noise, thinking it was 
another case of people drinking on the 
block. 

About an hour and a half later, they 
were awakened again— this time by gun- 
shots, loud, long blasts from a car horn, 
and a man inside the same SUV scream- 
ing, “Help me, Fve been shot.” 

When police arrived, they found 45- 
year-old Kathryn Romberg and 49 -year- 
old Robert Soto, an off-duty 23-year vet- 
eran of the Chicago police force, bleeding 
from gunshot wounds in what police call an 
attempted robbery Romberg, who lived in 
an apartment only steps away from where 
the vehicle was parked, was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

Soto, a detective in the police bomb and 
arson division, remained in critical condi- 
tion Wednesday night. 

A police source said Soto was wearing 
his police star around his neck and a bomb 
and arson pull-over or sweater when the 


shooting occurred. A .38-caliber snub-nose 
gun was found locked in the glove box, the 
source said, though his 9mm service weap- 
on was not in the vehicle. 

Neighbors and co-workers wondered 
Wednesday why the hard-working 
Romberg, a single mother with two jobs, 
and the cheerful Soto, described as the 
guardian of his Southwest side neighbor- 


hood, would be the victims of such a vio- 
lent attack. Police released few details from 
the shooting, with Supt. Jody Weis saying 
only that it appeared to be an attempted 
robbery gone awry 

Police said Soto and Romberg “had 
no relationship,” and released no further 
details about what the two were doing at 
the time of the shooting. 


The Daley administration is giving raises to 50 
politically appointed Streets and Sanitation ward 
superintendents despite a budget deficit esti- 
mated at $425 million over two years. 

The decision angered labor leaders, who have 
been told by the administration that unionized 
city workers must make sacrifices— and possibly 
face layoffs— to balance City Hall’s books. 

“They are asking our people for concessions, 
yet giving their bosses a raise,” said Chicago 
Federation of Labor leader Dennis Gannon. 

High-ranking Daley aides including Chief 
of Staff Lori Healey met with union leaders 
Wednesday afternoon to discuss the city’s finan- 
cial situation, which Daley has described as the 
worst he has seen since he took office almost 20 
years ago. 

During the hour-long, closed-door session 
with dozens of labor leaders, mayoral aides said 
the city faces a budget shortfall this year of as 
much as $150 million due to falling revenues and 
unexpected expenses, sources said. The problem 
would be compounded next year, with the total 
budget gap about $425 million over two years. 

Gannon said union leaders at the meeting 
immediately shot down the suggestion of chang- 
es to their contracts with the city, which set forth 
overtime and other work rules.

Rice: Russia must quit Georgia 


WASHINGTON Secretary of State 
Condoleezza Rice says Russia ‘must 
end’ military operations in Georgia now. 

She also says Russia needs to respect 
the U.S. aid effort to help the people of 
Georgia. 

Rice made her comments Wednesday 
during a news conference at the State 
Department just hours before leaving on 
a diplomatic mission to France and then 
Georgia to help resolve the crisis. 

Earlier at the White House, President 


Bush announced he was sending Rice to 
the region even as Russian tanks neared 
the capital of Georgia, suggesting Moscow 
isn’t yet ready to stand down after six 
days of war over breakaway provinces in 
Georgia. 

“The United States stands with the dem- 
ocratically elected government of Georgia 
and insists that the sovereignty and terri- 
torial integrity of Georgia be respected,” 
Bush said during brief but stern remarks in 
the White House Rose Garden. Moscow’s 


apparent violation of a cease-fire in neigh- 
boring Georgia puts its global aspirations 
at risk, he said. 

He also announced a massive U.S. human- 
itarian effort that would involve American 
aircraft as well as naval forces. A U.S. C-17 
military cargo plane loaded with supplies 
landed in Georgia on Wednesday, and Bush 
said that Russia must ensure that “all lines 
of communication and transport, including 
seaports, roads and airports,” remain open 
to let deliveries and civilians through.

Associated Press 
ATLANTA Alfonso 
Soriano issued an apol- 
ogy to his team and a 
challenge to the Atlanta 
Braves after the Cubs 
won again on the road. 

Geovany Soto and 
Jim Edmonds hom- 
ered, Jason Marquis 
defeated his old team and the Cubs routed the 
Braves 10-2 Wednesday in the opener of a day- 
night doubleheader. 

Soriano was booed by Cubs fans after he stood 
and watched a long fly ball hit the left-field wall 
for a long single in the eighth. Soriano didn’t run 
to first, apparently thinking the ball would clear 
the fence. 

He was stranded on third base when the inning 
ended. 

“I apologized to him and I apologized to my 
teammates,” Soriano said after speaking with 
manager Lou Piniella. “I said that’s not going to 
happen again.” 

Watching possible homers without running 
has been an issue throughout Soriano’s big league 
career. He was criticized by the 'Yankees follow- 
ing the 2001 AL championship series opener for 
failing to run out a ball he thought was a home 
run against Seattle and getting only to first base 
when it clanked off the wall. 

“I talked to Alfonso about it, and I told him 
that he’s one of our leaders here and there’s no 
reason for that,” Piniella said. “He apologized 
and said it won’t happen again. Over.” 

Soriano’s pose at the plate may have prompted 
Braves left-hander Francisley Bueno, who made 
his major league debut, to throw a pitch behind 
Soriano’s head in the ninth. Bueno immediately 
was ejected by plate umpire Ed Rapuano.

Rich Harden pitched

Kosuke Fukodome 
drove in two runs 
with two hits and 
the Cubs beat the 
Atlanta Braves 8-o 
on Wednesday night 
to complete their 
first sweep of a road 
doubleheader since 
1992. 

Harden (2-1) set a season high with five 
walks but allowed only two hits and struck out 
two as the Cubs won their seventh straight 
road game, their longest stretch since June 12- 
22, 2004. Harden combined with four reliev- 
ers for a three-hit shutout, the team’s fifth. 

Harden has two wins during the road win- 
ning streak, which has helped the NL Central 
leaders improve to 28-30 away from home. 
The Cubs have outscored the Braves 38-11 
and are 5-0 in the season series. 

Aramis Ramirez had a run-scoring single 
and Jim Edmonds also drove in a run before 
Fukodome’s two-run single offjorge Campillo 
(7-5) in Chicago’s four-run first inning. 

Alfonso Soriano drove in Henry Blanco 
with a fourth-inning double, and pinch-hit- 
ter Reed Johnson singled in the ninth and 
scored when Mike Gonzalez issued a bases- 
loaded walk to Derrek Lee. Ramirez drove in 
another run with a fiy ball to center off Julian 
Tavarez. 

After retiring the first eight batters. Harden 
walked three straight with two outs in the 
third. Harden escaped the bases-loaded jam 
when Casey Kotchman grounded out to first 
base. AP

Bucktown’s newest restaurant shows 
some love for the locals

Now more than ever, Bucktown needs its 
neighborhood restaurants. 

Down the street from Duchamp— the 
globally influenced American spot that 
opened two weeks ago in the former 
Meritage space— Potbelly, Chipotle and 
Dairy Queen dot a once franchise-free strip. 

Don’t get us 
wrong. We like a 
Peanut Buster Parfait 
as much as the next 
guy It’s just that 
standing in line to 
grab a quick bite 
alongside folks who 
are too busy rehash- 
ing recent purchases 
at Bebe to say “hello” 
doesn’t feel all that 
neighborly 

When the trio behind Warehouse 
District lounge Lumen (Jason Freiman, 

Peter Gogarty and Nick Podesta) teamed up 
with Michael Taus of River North’s Zealous 
to open Duchamp, they had the neighbors 
in mind. 

It’s the sort of place where you still can get 
a burger and a beer, and the prices won’t pro- 
hibit repeat visits. On Sundays, Duchamp 


hosts a back yard barbecue-style brunch. It 
doesn’t get much more neighborly 

The spot’s name is a reference to Marcel 
Duchamp, and the French artist’s desire to 
defy categorization is mirrored on the menu 
of modern takes on familiar classics. But, for 
now anyway, the only direct reference to the 
avant-garde painter-sculptor’s art is a collage 
(still in the works) of Duchamp reproduc- 
tions. The otherwise unadorned space is 
sleek and modern— a bit reminiscent of 
Lumen, which Gogarty also designed. 

The menu bears a few typographic refer- 
ences to Duchamp’s work, but after that, 
it’s straight to the point: small plates, large 
plates, dessert. 

Small plates range from $6 (garlic and 
Romano cheese French fries) to $13 (roasted 
tomato gazpacho with rock shrimp); large 
plates start at $ii and top out at $19. You 
could mix and match, but most seem to go 
for one small and one large plate per person. 

How do we know? Seating is communal. 

Indoors and on the 80 -seat patio, sub- 
stantial, eight-person walnut tables are near- 
ly the only option. This makes Duchamp a 
great place to meet your neighbors— and a 
not-so-hot first-date destination. But since 
it’s aiming for the former, it’s entirely appro- 
priate. What better way to get to know your

neighbors than to lean over and ask if you 
can try a bite of that beet salad? 

We didn’t go quite that far. But we did 
sample a few dishes that might warrant it. 
Our “East meets West” hot wings ($8) were 
crunchy on the outside and juicy on the 
inside, glazed with a spicy-sweet Korean 
chili sauce and served atop soy-ginger mayo. 
And though the rillette on our duck rillette 
tartines ($8) wasn’t the classic rich, spread- 
able version, we gushed over Duchamp’s 
interpretation: light scoops of tender, apri- 
cot-studded duck meat on crisp crouton 
rounds served over cauliflower puree. 

In general, small plates outshine large 
plates— but that’s more a compliment to the 
small than a swipe at the large. Our bouil- 
labaisse ($19) of Chilean sea bass, mussels 
and rock shrimp wasn’t a classic take, but 
the rich, coconut milk-based red curry broth 


was so good we’d have licked the bowl if not 
for the other diners at our table. 

The only dish we tried that fell flat was 
steak and eggs ($19). The “eggs,” a small par- 
mesan and smoked bacon quiche, were gone 
all too quickly, but the skirt steak wasn’t 
cooked to order and the gooey roasted shal- 
lot sauce couldn’t cover for it. 

Duchamp sticks the landing with desserts, 
particularly the cupcakes and ice cream sand- 
wiches ($8): three little cupcakes that achieve 
just the right cake-to-frosting ratio and three 
half-discs of homemade vanilla ice cream 
between chewy chocolate-chip cookies. 
Those sandwiches are easily the best we’ve 
had in town— let alone the neighborhood. 

Take that. Dairy Queen.

FOR REDEYE 

When most groups work on a record, 
they usually head to the best studio they 
can get. 

The Giving Tree Band went to rural 
Wisconsin. 

The band spent June 23 to July 19 at 
the Aldo Leopold Legacy 
Center outside of Baraboo, 

Wis., making what it says is 
the world’s first carbon-free 
album. The facility gener- 
ates all its energy on-site, 
which means no energy 
from the grid was used in 
production. And, to avoid 
Chicago-Wisconsin com- 
mutes, the band camped 
about 10 miles away from the center at 
Mirror Lake State Park and hiked back 
and forth six days a week to work. 

Going to such an effort to pursue an 
eco-conscious identity wasn’t an attempt 
to proselytize or one-up others; it was an 
extension of the band’s mentality 

The members of the Tbrkville-based 
group, Patrick Burke on mandolin, Eric 
Fink on upright bass, Todd Fink on banjo 
and Phil Roach on violin, use instruments 
shaped from wind-felled trees. They wear 
clothes made from organic cotton or 
hemp. And they planted trees to make 
their first album, 2007’s “Unified Folk 
Theory,” carbon neutral. 

“If I was a tennis player. I’d figure out a 
way to be an eco-conscious tennis player,”

Burke said. 

It was the band’s com- 
mitment that helped land 
the deal with the Leopold center, named 
for the environmentalist and author. Craig 
Maier, communications coordinator for 
the Aldo Leopold Foundation, said offi- 
cials were hesitant about a band using the 
facility But upon meeting the foursome, 
all doubts were erased. 

“You could tell that they were really 
trying to live the lifestyle and weren’t just 
talking about the changes,” Maier said. 

The weeks at the center were an excit- 
ing but not always easy time for the band. 

Former guitarist Bob Salihar was tran- 
sitioning out of the group, and Roach 
was brought on during the recording. It 
was an amicable move but required some 
adjustment, said Todd Fink, though he 
added that the group is excited about the

addition of a violin to its sound. The band 
also met a female singer and a horn group 
that contributed their work to the album, 
which is to be called “Great Possessions,” 
after the working title of Leopold’s ‘A Sand 
County Almanac.” Experiences like those 
gave a spontaneous and organic— no pun 
intended— atmosphere to the recording. 

“I think this is the way to make art: To 
immerse yourself in the experience,” Todd 
Fink said. “That’s conveyed in the music. 
There’s a passion and intensity that don’t 
come as easily from just going to the stu- 
dio. ... I know it’s been done before. Many 
great artists and thinkers went into the 
woods. And that’s what we did.”

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Olympics go high-tech 


MCT 

In ancient Greece, the original Olympic games were a 
no- tech event. Athletes competed in the nude in sports 
such as running and wrestling, and there was no such 
thing as a carbon fiber bike. 

That certainly isn’t the case today Some sports, such 


as archery, cycling and shooting, require equipment. 
And in every sport, the athletes use all sorts of technol- 
ogy to improve performance. This year marks the most 
technology-laced Olympics ever, 

Here’s some of the equipment that will make 2008 
the fastest Olympics to date. 


Footwear 

Runners in particular depend on their 
footwear. So Nike and Adidas have been 
working to make the best shoe possible. 
This year, materials such as carbon 
nanotubes and Vectran have brought the 
weight down to the 
lowest levels ever. 

Adidas has been 
experimenting with 
asymmetric shoes 
for track athletes who 


spend a significant amount 
of time running in the turns. In a turn, you 
want one kind of shoe on the left foot and a 
different kind of shoe on the right foot. 
Gymnastic shoes have been pared down 
too. There isn’t even a heel anymore-just a 
thin traction area. One shoe weighs about 
10 grams. A U.S. quarter weighs 7 grams. 


Cooling suits 

Any athlete who is competing outdoors faces the 
heat. Any energy the body spends on keeping the 
body cool is energy wasted, and overheating could 
lead to a breakdown. So several manufacturers have 
introduced new cooling suits meant to be worn 
before the race. Mike’s is the simplest. It is essentially a 
water-filled vest that you put in the freezer. 


Bikes 

In cycling, carbon frames 
are standard equipment 
to make the bikes lighter. 
And now there’s a new 
front wheel that has eight 
spokes-four on each 
side. For comparison, a 
“normal” bike might have 
32 spokes per wheel. 
Fewer spokes means 
less weight and less air 
resistance. And the rear 
wheels have morphed 
into composite discs that 
are made in one piece 
and bonded to the hub. 
These are the lightest 
and most aerodynamic 
rear wheels yet. 


Swimwear 

The most obvious 
piece of technology 
on display this year is 
the swimsuits. Many 
of the swimmers are 
using LZR Racer suits 
from Speedo. These 
suits feature a very 
tightfit, a slippery 
synthetic fabric and 
ultrasonically welded 
seams to streamline 
the body. There also 
is a structural feature 
sewn into the suit 
that helps to keep the 
legs aligned with the 
upper body. Since 
even a thousandth 
of a second can 
mean the difference 
between winning and 
losing in the pool, 
every tiny bit helps. 
Many world records 
have fallen since the 
suit’s introduction.

Train ^ur cat?! 


For millennia, cats have cultivated a reputation for self-absorption, superciliousness and outright 
disregard for anyone’s opinion other than their own. But that doesn’t mean that cats are too inde- 
pendent to heed ahuman’s wishes, says Dee Mason of Garden City N,Y-basedAristoCat Training 

(aristocattraining.com). newsday 


Communication is key 

Mason stresses the importance of simple, 
short sentences. Many cats, she said, don’t 
know their names because their owners do 
not use them frequently enough. 

Consistency counts too, “Use the same 
words and the same phrases,” she said. For 
example, one of her cats learned to distinguish 
between “not now”— which meant she didn’t 
have time to take a petting break— and “wait 
a minute”— a verbal promise that attention 
was coming. The cat responded accordingly, 
either meandering back to her bed or standing 
by twitchingly 

Consider tag teams 

“Cats learn visually by seeing another cat” do 
what the owner requests. Mason said. So, if 
you are teaching the command “sit,” hold a 
treat in each hand, lure each cat into sitting, 
and reward the cat who complies first. 

Will work for food 

Cats, like people, need motivation, and they 
should be rewarded and reinforced for doing 
what you ask. But each cat’s “button” is going 
to vary “They are so individualized, they are 
just like people that way,” Mason said. Food 
is an obvious motivator, but, again, consider 
personal preferences in this notoriously fin- 
icky species.

Fyour cats are scratching the furniture, the 
first step is to get them in the habit of using a 
scratching pad or post, “Then you can start to 
deter them from where you don’t want them 
to scratch,” Mason said. 

Like rewards, prevention techniques, are 
highly individual. Some cats will avoid citrusy 
smells such as some orange rinds. Others 
might respond to a cat-safe spray-on repellent 
sold at pet stores. 

Potty power 

Litterbox lapses are not only frustrating, 
but they can be self-perpetuating. Use a good 
enzymatic cleaner (Mason recommends 
Simple Green) to remove the odor from the 
area, then cover the area with a scratching 
pad, bed or other item the cat would not be 
inclined to soil, 

“Wash the litterbox often, at least once a 
week, in soap and water,” Mason said, “F it’s 
dirty, your cat’s not going to want to use it,”

Fans expecting to see “Kill BilT’-qual- 
ity storytelling when David Carradine 
and Daryl Hannah reunite for “Kung Fu 
Killer” this weekend should, well, pre- 
pare for disappointment. 

But as Carradine’s martial arts master 
White Crane says in the made-for-TV 
movie beginning at 9 p.m. Sunday on 
Spike TV, “Only your own will, your 
intentions, are important.” 

The producers’ intentions in making 
“Killer,” obviously, were to court Spike 
TV’s testosterone-heavy audience: The 
body count rises faster in the first five 
minutes than in the entire last season of

Busted arms, chopped off heads, 
spilled guts: Call the movie “House of 
Flying Limbs.” 

Eastern wisdom also is abundant, with Carradine once again tak- 
ing on the same type of role that made him famous decades ago on 
TV’s “Kung Fu.” White Crane seems to have an answer for every- 
thing, whether it’s delivered in a fortune cookie-style saying or with 
his fists of fury Thankfully the fists win out more often; everything 
else is kind of boring. 

The two-part miniseries, which continues at 9 p.m. Monday, is 
set in China in the late 1920s. White Crane, the orphaned son of 
Western missionaries, is raised as a Wudang monk who strives for 
peace but is forced to seek vengeance when his own master is killed 
in a brutal attack. 

He infiltrates Shanghai’s underworld, meets lounge singer Jane 
Marshall (Hannah), who just happens to catch the eye of Khan (Kay 
Tong Lim), the gang leader/warlord White Crane is hunting. 

Hannah does OK with her singing debut, but she’s well past the 
point of playing the struggling ingenue— which is what I think her 
character should be. Plus she’s given very little else to do besides 
sing; her dialogue is a mish-mash of period Brooklyn-speak (“Hey, 
Buster, hands off]”) and damsel-in-distress pleas. 

My advice: Record both nights and fast forward to the fighting 
sequences.
